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WHITCHER MOUNTAIN 
by Waldo F.-Glover

Whitcher Mountain is a unique natural landmark of 
Groton, standing as it does in the southeastern corner of 
the town. It is not distinctive because of elevation, for 
for there are more than twenty Groton hills and mountains 
of greater height. According to the Federal topographical 
map, its summit is only 1500 feet above sea level, and 760 
feet above Wells River at the Groton-Ryegate line. Al- 
though insignificant in size as mountains go, it is, neverthe- 
less, a beautiful feature of the valley landscape, whether 
“robed in the blooming garb of spring,” or the flaming col- 
ors of autumn; and its nearness to the village gives it a 
friendly and neighborly aspect. 

Whitcher Mountain, derived its name from Foxwell 
Whitcher, the pioneer, who came up from Berwick, Maine, 
in March, 1800. Had it not been for a change in name spell- 
ing, Groton would have had a Whittier instead of a Whit- 
cher Mountain. Originally the name was Whittier, and it 
is generally so spelled in the early Groton records. As the 
name was pronounced with two syllables instead of three, 
it pleased the whim of some member of the clan to spell the 
word as it was pronounced, hence the name Whitcher. 

Foxwell Whitcher was a great-grandson of the immi- 
grant, Thomas Whittier, of Haverhill, Mass., who built the 
house in which John Greenleaf Whittier was born in 1807— 
the house made famous as the scene of the great New Eng- 
land idyll, Snow Bound. Foxwell Whitcher himself was 
third cousin to the beloved Quaker poet. 

For more than eighty years Foxwell Whitcher, his 
sons, or grandsons, owned land on Whitcher Mountain or 
its environs, and at one time or another several members 
of the family had homes there. Among these was Hiram 
Whitcher who was one of the original members of the Meth- 
odist Church. Nine of his ten children were born in this 
mountain home. 

Well up on the mountain side is the family burying- 
ground over and around which the forest has ruthlessly en- 
croached. It is surrounded, save for the gateway, by a 
well-constructed stone wall. The gate last: swung on its 
hinges long before the day anybody now remembers; and 
the little yard is so filled with fallen trees and the accumu- 
lation of the leaves of so many autums that the number and 
location of graves cannot be determined. 

The road leading to the Whitcher neighborhood was 
long since abandoned, and the homes that clung snugly to 
the mountain side are rotted to dust. Only cellar holes are 
mute evidence of erstwhile glowing firesides; and only 
strong stone walls and solid foundations tell the story of a 
hardy race of men now vanished. But of the old Mountain 
it must be said — ‘‘There she stands!”

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Members of the School Board and Citizens of the Town of 
Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions 
existing in the schools of the Town of Groton. 


Teachers 


This year the number of elementary teachers in the 
village school has been reduced from four to three. As the 
number of pupils in the elementary school has reached 
nearly one hundred these teachers are now carrying a 
heavy load. 


The Home Economics Department was closed this year 
but the Agriculture Department was reopened on a half- 
time basis with Newbury. Mr. Edward Eaton, the Agri- 
culture teacher, has been doing good work with the boys. 
The new Principal, Mr. Harold Secord, has fitted into the 
situation very well. 


The teacher situation has reached a crisis stage. There 
is need for better salaries and for a greater recognition on 
the part of the public of the importance of the teacher. 


State Aid 


The present legislature is being asked to consider a 
higher minimum salary for teachers. The State Depart- 
ment of Education has recommended $1,500. 


Considerable emphasis is placed, today, upon training. 
However, there should be financial recognition for teachers 
without much training who have taught a long period of 
time and very successfully. These are the teachers 
who have made it possible to have good schools in some 
towns. 


Regular state aid for this year is $5,043.57 compared 
with $4,879.04 last year. There is also a half-year rebate 
of $463.39 on account of Agriculture. 


Repairs and Improvements 


Some work had to be done at the Agriculture shop. 
With the help of the boys, the building has been painted 
and a new concrete floor laid. A new oil heater has been 
installed. 


/ 
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The fluorescent lights in the study hall of the high 
school have been dropped down to the distance that they 
should be. New book shelves have been put in the Gram- 
mar Room. The Intermediate Room is in most need of im- 
provement at present. There is also need for an office for 
the Principal. 

The community at Westville has raised a large sum of 
money to be spent on improvements for the school. 


P. T. A. 


The P. T. A. has held some good meetings this year. 
Several programs of moving pictures have been carried out. 
A reception was held for the teachers, which is in line with 
giving teachers more recognition. The organization is also 
sponsoring music in the schools, with Mrs. Edward Eaton 
as teacher. 


High School 


The high school is giving Agriculture and Commercial 
courses this year. 

We are sorry not to have Home Economics this year. 
With the Home Economics a school of this size would be of- 
fering all the vocational work that it could. 

An excellent Hot Lunch program is being carried out 
by Mrs. Haskell. 

Because we had only a substitute principal at the be- 
ginning of the school year, Mr. Lorimer Puffer was secured 
to coach the baseball team. The boys have a good team and 
the community should provide a field in Groton for them. 
All home games had to be played at South Ryegate this fall. 

The school has carried on a well rounded program of 
activities. Mr. Eaton has organized a Future Farmers’ 
Club. 


Veterans’ Course 


A course for returned veterans interested in Agricul- 
ture is being taught at the Agriculture building. This is 
under the supervision of the Federal government. This 
course is being taught by Reginald White of Ryegate. 

Money from this source has made it possible to buy 
tools and equipment which can be used by the high school. 
A sound projector is also being bought. This will be avail- 
able for the use of the school. .

There were also two elementary tui- 
tion pupils from Ryegate, and one from Topsham. 

There has been considerable sickness during the Fall 
term. | 


Health 


The superintendent tested the hearing of the pupils. 
This was done with an audiometer and is a fairly accurate 
test. The teachers have tested the vision. Funds are avail- 
able for glasses if parents cannot secure them. 

It is hoped that the legislature is going to provide for 
more health services for the schools. There is a great need 
for dental clinics. Very little immunization against com- 
municable diseases has been done in recent years. Diph- 
theria, which can be controlled by immunization, has been 
appearing in the state. The P. T. A. carried out a very 
worthwhile project when they provided for a thorough phy- 
sical examination of the children by competent doctors. 


Summary 


1. When salary increases are made provision should 
be made for successful experience in the Town: 


2. The Home Economics Course should be restored as 
soon as possible. 

3. The Agriculture and Veterans’ Courses should be 
continued. . 

4. The Intermediate Room should be reconditioned. 

5. Provision should be made for a Principal’s Office. 

6. If the elementary enrollment continues at the pres- 
ent level or increases one more elementary teacher should 
be added to the teaching staff. 
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In conclusion, I wish to thank parents, teachers and di- 
rectors for their cooperation with me and for the help that 
they have given the schools.

Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons 
applying from your town amounted to $5,508.00 
during the year January 1, 1946, to December 31, 
1946. 


Payments for funeral expenses, $205.00. 


The number of recipients in December, 1946, 
was 17; monthly payment, $565.50. 


The maximum payment which can be made by this de- 
partment is $40.00 per month. In October, 1946, we were 
able to make payments above $30.00 for the first time. This 
was due to an appropriation of $50,000 by the special ses- 
sion of the legislature and a temporary change in the basis 
of federal matching. Congress authorized the Social Se- 
curity Administration until December, 1947, to reimburse 
the States $10.00 for the first $15.00 paid. For the balance 
of the payment the old fifty-fifty matching basis is still in 
effect. 

Many increases were made to meet cost of living bud- 
gets. Grants are practically up to date on current investi- 
gated applications. Intake has increased and is now on a 
prewar basis of about 100 applications per month.
